REALTY TRANSFERS INCREASING

The Clearing House Shows an Increase Over
the SameDay of a Year AgoThe Big

Sign Nuisance

We expect a cablegram in a few days
said Architect Via Krolow which will
settle the new Brind block on the Jennings
corner where the Continental hotel now
stands

At the time of the completion of the plans-
it was believed that this fine building would-
be erected on the Karrick lot at the north ¬

west corner of the State road and Second
South street Negotiations had gone so far
that it was given nut that the sale had been
made but there came a hitch in the pro ¬

ceedings that caused tho wbole matter to
fall through The West Temple
syndicate took advantage of the

hitch and induced the local backers-
of the Brind block to try and
strike a deal with the Jennings estate for
the fine corner on which the old Continental
hotel now stands As nearly as could be
learned the price per foot front has been
fixed at SSOO and a letter containing the
terms of tho proposed sale was directed to
English parties who are Jo advance the
bulk of the money The cablegram in re ¬

sponse to this letter is expected in a few
days when it will be definitely known
whether the deal will go through or not

Hang out your sign
Hang it whereever you can find a place-

to stick it
Be sure you hang it in tho most conspicu-

ous
¬

place and where should it fall it will
drop on some mans head and besure that-
it falls on the right head-

It makes no odds where you hang itbuthang it
In ordering your sign consult no ones

convenience except your own Thats
business If you pay 815 a month rent
there is no reason why you should not
h ave a sign ten times as big as the man
who pays 50 The smaller the business-
the bigger should be your sign

The lettering should always be bold
brazen and impudent obtruding brazenwith gilt gorgeous

These gyrating thoughts were naturally
inspired by the sign decorations on the
Commercial block

The owners of that handsome edifice
spent 10000 or 20000 or even 30000 in
ornamenting the front elevation of that
building When completed it was really
voted a handsome structure

Look at it now 1

All the beautiful architectural lines are
broken and the whole front is a garden of
jimjams It is no longer more inviting to
the eye than the Kentucky liquor store
if indeed it is as much so as the liquor
storo has more character to its lettered
decorations oIf a billposter had approached the
owners of the Commercial block and tried
to buy the front of the new block for a
bulletin board he in all probabilty would
have something like shoe leather falling
from him from behind The owners would
have bsen shocked out of countenance at
the impudence of the rascal But
where is there a bulletin board in all the
town that presents such hotchpot harum
scarum studhorse crazy appearance as
the front of the Commercial block

Can there be any solid reason for defac¬

ing the handsome face of this majestic
building in any suoh a vulgar way 1 Big
signs belong to the country to villages and
county seats of five thousand inhabitants-
not to cities of half a hundred thousand
people with buildings costing a quarter of-
a million dollars It may enhance the ar ¬

tistic appearance of a row of shanties to
nail signs all over the fronts but where an
architect is paid a large percentage on the
cost or the building to design beautiful
lines stone masons employed for many
many months to work out pretty
effects and sculptors are engaged
to administer the finishing touches
it does not increase the beauty of the
architectural effects to cover it all over
with signs big enough to scare a circus
out of town It was bad enough to daub
the windows with lettering egregiously
large without ohanging blackboards over
the beautiful walls and some of the V
shaped and of the colors of a clown at a
circus-

A big sign is an abomination It is in
bad form The smaller neater and more
attractive the style of a sign the more it isa credit to the man who fathers it Men
unwittingly hang out their photographs in
their placards It is time that this provin-
cial

¬

nuisance be stopped The owners of
the new business blocks ought to prevent
the desecration of their property

ANOTHER NUISANCE

Fencing up the Street to Erect Bulletin
Boards

Another nuisance that ought to be cor-
rected

¬

right off is the fencing of the street
for the purpose of using it as a bulletin
board

There is no reason why a man who hap¬

pens to take a notion to put up a building
should be allowed to damage the property-
on either side None of the new buildings
extend their cellars to the curb line and it
would seem that if they were allowed to
the ground up to the curb line it should be
satisfactory If the city councilmen will
take a turn around the bulletin board
patches and scan the inside they will see
that none of the buildings have any earthly
use for the ground except to pile up build ¬

ing material that could be stored to therear just as well
Some of the buildings are renting the

fencedin space for fruit and peanut
stands

when Marshal Young took her out of a
house of ill repute

Marshal Young testified that ho in-
stituted a search for the girl at the instance-
of her mother and found her in a house of
ill fame kept by Edna Lawrence ia Og ¬

den The marshal talked with the girl
about running away cud she stated that she
would rather go to the reform school orany where else than stay at home becauseher stepfather abused her

Miss Schroeder was then called and withstreaming eyes she stated that she left
homo because her stepfather abused her
and because her mother told her to She
was found in a house of ill fame in Ogdenit was true but she was only waiting on
drinks for which she received S3 a week

Judge Zane said it was simply shocking
that a bright girl of sixteen should leave
home and enter a house illfame It was
bad enough for a man to enter such a place
but for a young girl to be found there was
simply horrible She had a long life beforeher and had the opportunity of becoming a
useful member of society It seemed thatshe preferred to enter upon a life of shame
and be a lasting disgrace to herself ann
family While he deeply regretted it hethought tho best thing that could be done
would be to commit her to the reform
school and if she behaved herself the board
would doubtless lot her out in a compara ¬

tively short time
The unfortunate young girl was then led

sobbing from the court room followed by
her mother
